In number these modifications are large. 
Few of them are, however, significant; many 
being textual amplifications providing either 
greater inclusiveness or more exact definition. 
In general, such actual rate changes as were 
made in articles about which the book trade 
is concerned, are decreases rather than in- 
creases. Certain kinds of fancy papers show 
slightly increased rate. 

To offset these, however, binder’s thread is 
reduced in the revised bill from 25 per cent. 
and 30 per cent. to 20 per cent. and 25 per 
cent. respectively. Coated book papers are 
reduced from 35 per cent. to 25 per cent, and, 
most important ofall, morocco leather and other 
bookbinders’ skins are put on the Free List. 
Books remain at 1§ per cent. as against the 
25 per cent. of the Payne-Aldrich law; and 
the attempt to place this tariff upon books in 
loreign languages failed. Picture postcards 
are changed from 45 per cent. to 20 cents a 
pound—a reduction. To the free list are 
added specifically ‘all textbooks used in 


schools and other educational institutions’’— |

To the new rates themselves, business will 
probably adjust itself without any of the 
serious consequences which the calamity 
prophets have been prophesying, and the 
more is the pity that a bill trending toward 
freedom from taxation should be encumbered 
with such serious drawbacks.

PUBLICATION OF THE CONCLUDING 
PART OF A. GROWOLL’S “PRO- 
FESSION OF BOOKSELLING.” 


WHEN Mr. Growoll died suddenly he left 
the still unpublished third part of his ‘ Pro- 
fession of Bookselling’”’ in a very unfinished 
condition. It had been his great wish to add 
this concluding part to the two volumes 
already published. Part One appeared in 
1893; Part Two in 1895, and both of them 
met with great appreciation from the trade. 
Mr. Growoll was able to publish these two 
parts in quick succession, because the material 
for them was virtually ready before it was 
decided to bring it out in this more permanent 
form. For many years whenever a lull 
occurred in topics of current interest Mr. 
Growoll had been: writing for THE Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY general editorials on the 
profession of bookselling and its allied branches. 
A man indefatigably busy in his service for the 
trade he found it difficult however, to get the 
time necessary to seek out the exact material 
he wished, and as he was extremely critical 
of all work that should appear finally under his 
sanction, year after year slipped by with the 
final work he had planned still uncompleted. 
The material was, however, virtually com- 
plete when Mr. Growoll’s death came. 

In the rearrangement of the work of THE 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY office necessitated by 
Mr. Growoll’s death, some little time neces- 
sarily elapsed, and thé prolonged illness of 
Mrs. A. H. Leypoldt, on whom had fallen the 
work of preparing this third part for the press, 
delayed still further its publication. So 
much time had meanwhile elapsed since the 
publication of parts one and two that there 
was serious question as to whether it might 
be better worth while to re-work the first two 
parts and bring out a new volume with the 
material of the entire work up-to-date. This 
plan would not however have given pur- 
chasers of the first two parts their completing 
part and it was deemed more fitting that the 
whole work should be completed as Mr. 
Growoll originally planned. Nothing could 
show better than this the changes of book 
trade method brought about by the ex- 
perience of the last two decades. It was 
finally decided therefore, to publish the 
work as Mr. Growoll left it, barring necessary 
editing and indexing, and to make it as a 
whole a fitting monument to his work for the 
American book trade, rather than to attempt 
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to make it in any sense the last word on the 
subject. It is probable that all the older 
members of the trade at least all those w! 
knew Mr. Growoll, will wish to have his 
“Profession of Bookselling’’ in unified form. 
The few parts remaining in stock are therefore 
to be bound in cloth or leather at the sugges- 
tion of the purchaser so far as they last. 
This third part covers such subjects as the 
Correspondence Department, the Salesman, 
the Commercial Traveller, and the Od 
Book Trade; and the chapters dealing with 
these subjects show the same Careful in- 
vestigation, high ideals, and shrewd judgment 
for which Mr. Growoll always stood in the 
trade to which he literally gave most of the 
waking moments of his life. Although much 
of his work as a whole is now out of date, its 
fundamentals are as important and pertinent 
to-day as they were ten or twenty years ago, 
and there is little in either of the three parts 
that any bookseller can read without gaining 
bothinformation and inspiration. Mr. Growoll 
stood for a standard of personal and pro- 
fessional character and evaluation of trade 
essentials that do not change with the chang- 
ing years.

ANOTHER project for syndicating book news

This syndicate feature, which will 
consist of reviews of books, news about 
authors, articles tending to stimulate reading, 
etc., will be edited under the promoters’ 
direction in New York, and will be published 
simultaneously in the eight newspapers. 

(3) Promotion work among the book- 
sellers of the eight cities and the surrounding 
towns.

WINDOWS WITH A POINT 

Speaking of window displays, simply filling 
your windows with books is not necessarily 
a good way to even attract attention to them. 
Everyone passing your place knows it is a 
bookshop. Attention is keenest when it is 
directed. The eye takes in not a mass but 
some one thing at a time. The object of a 
window display is to make the passer-by stop, 
think, decide. Arrange your window with 
this idea in mind. Have 
focusing feature always, and change that 
feature frequently. People, then, won’t pass 
your windows because they contain ‘‘only 
books”; they will stop to look because there 
will be something there they want to see.
